The shopping center developer, 
Citco, Inc., of Dothan also is planning 
development of five acres across from 
the present construction and joining the 
recreation complex that is available for 


development. Steve Simmons, partner 
and promotional development director 
of Citco said this week that the major 
tennants have been signed for the 
center, Several smaller firms are being 
contacted concerning leasing shops in 
the center and plans are on the drawing 
board for Phase 2 of the development 
that could bring several other major 
businesses to the shopping complex. 

Presently scheduled for the 
February opening is a 30,000 square 
foot TG & Y and a 9800 square foot 
Harco Drugs, both newcomers to Elba 
plus a Piggly Wiggly Supermarket of 
15,756, which is considerably larger 
than the existing Piggly Wiggly. These 
plus 7,000 square feet of miscellaneous 
shops still available for leasing will 
make up the Phase 1 of the project and 
willbe complete by February. About 40 
or 50 additional jobs will be available in 
these new stores, estimates Simmons. 

Also still available are two ‘‘out 
lots,’’ one on each side of the center 
that are designed for fast food, service 
stations, branch banks, etc. Simmons 
said he is actively seeking te;nants for 
these locations also. 

There will be approximately 325 
parking spaces in the center, said John 
Milner, also a partner in Citco, and in 
charge of engineering, design, and 
construction. 

Milner said he immediately con- 
tacted the Army Corp of Engineers in 
Mobile after the property was pur- 
chased to insure that they were out of 
flood problems and in compliance with 
all regulations. He also contacted the 
National Flood Insurance Rating Bureau 
in Atlanta to comply with their 
guidelines to get the best insurance. 
Milner said the 100 year flood level is 
four feet below the floor of the proposed 
buildings, and this is several feet higher 
than needed to qualify for the best 
insurance ratings. 

_ Both Milner and Simmons express- 
~ed optomism that the shopping center 
would attfact more nationwide mer- 
chandisers because the area was 
growing and the community congenial. 

Farris Bulldozer of Elba was 
awarded the contract for the land 
clearing and leveling, and Russell Vault 
of Elba received the contract for the 
underground utilities. Smith's Inc. of 
Dothan was awarded the contract for 
installation of heating, air conditioning, 
and ventilating.

‘Pot’? Garden Destroyed 


Johnny Sims, age 26, a resident of 
the Ino Community, was arrested on 
Friday, July 18, 1980, and charged with 
possession of marijuana after members 
of the Coffee County Sheriff's Dept. 
confiscated 282 marijuana plants that 
were growing on Sims’ property.

water the plants, but discovered the 
man connected several water hoses and 
was using the hose to water the 
garden. The hose stretched across a 
eae field, according to Sheriff Brice 
aul, 

The plants weighed 58-pounds and 
had a street value of $3,000. Sims is 
currently out on a $1,000 bond. 


Luckett Is Hospitalized. 


Sheriff Brice Paul reported 
Thursday that Marvin Luckett, in jail 
awaiting Grand Jury action on rape and 
other charges, was transferred to the 
Elba General Hospital from the county 
jail with possible blood pressure and 
kidney problems. 

When medical authorities deter- 


mined the man needed further treat- 
ment, Paul arranged for him to be 
transferred to the Kilby Correctional 


Facility where he could receive the 
treatment and not cost the county the 
around-the-clock guards necessary at 
the local hospital. 


Engineers Check Condition Of Elba Dam 


Elba Mayor Kobert Folsom, center, 
is shown helping engineers from G.

The extreme low water level at the 
dam this week is due to the opening of 
all five gates into the raceway. This was 
done to get the water level low en 
to complete the close study of the dam 
and abutting facilities.

On The Road With The Kids 
Alan R. Silverman, Ph.D., MPH

Picture yourself driving 
to Fort Walton Beach on one 
of those traffic-congested, 
105 degrees Saturday, In the 
back seat you have three 
irritable children ranging in 
ages from four to ten. You 
say to yourself, ‘‘If those kids 
ask me one more time when 
will we get there, I’m going 
to lose whatever's left of my 
mind.’’ I must admit that in 
this situation adults are 
definitely at a disadvantage, 
but there are a few things 
you can do to make the trip 
more tolerable. Most of 
these suggestions emphasize 
creating diversions for the 
children and rewarding (rein- 
forcing) them for appropriate 
behavior. Here are a few 
tips: _ Don't let the radio, 
both station selection and 
volume be used as instru- 
ment of torture. Set down 
the rule at the beginning of 
the trip that the radio is 
under your control and as 
long as they behave appro- 
priately (i.e., no arguing, 
complaining, or pestering) 
they can listen to the radio. 
Emphasize the fact that you 
will do all the adjusting of 
stations and volume. If an 
argument begins, state in a 
calm, mater of fact voice that 
the radio will stay off for the 
next ten minutes. If there is 
no hitting, badgering or 
arguing in the ten minute 
period, the radio will return, 


' Remember if they argue with 


you about whether they are 
arguing, this in itself is cause 
to remove the privilege of the 
radio. 

Children have short at- 
tention spans, and the heat 
makes it even shorter. So 
reward them for appropriate 
behavior frequently and with 
small rewards. Take this 
situation for example: In the 
game ‘'geography”’ one child 
has to name a city and the 
next child has to name 
another which begins with 
the letter the previous city 
ended with. Rivers, coun- 
tries, states, animals and 
virtually anything else can be 
substituted for cities to add a 
little variety. Tell 
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children that if they can play 
this game for 1S minutes 
without an incident you will 
stop and buy them each a 
glass of apple juice. This is a 
good way to divert their 
attention from being un- 
comfortable. It also is a way 
of getting them to think 
creatively. 

If the child starts whining 
and complaining and the 
parent yells and nags at the 
child to stop complaining, 
the child will see this as a 
reward for their whining. 
The probable outcome is an 
increase in the frequency and 
intensity of the inappropriate 
behavior. Try to remain as 
calm as is humanly possible. 
Think tranquil thoughts, pic- 
ture pleasant scenes in your 
mind, allow yourself to day- 
dream. Don't feel like you 
have to respond to every 
demand the child makes. It’s 
best to deal with serious 
issues when you are not in 
such a confined atmosphere. 

Noise will wear you out 
faster than anything. If you 
feel the noise level in the car 
creeping up, place the child- 
ren on ‘“‘silence’’, This 
means everyone in the car 
has to remain silent for one 
minute. This means no radio 
and any kind of deal you have 
going with them is sus- 
pended until there is com- 
plete silence for one minute,

A less frequently dis- 
cussed threat to life during 
the current killing heat wave 
is the occurence of sudden 
summer electrical storms. 

Lightning is most com- 
mon from May through 
September with about 70% 
of lightning related deaths 
occuring in the afternoon. 
‘Lighting is responsible for 
more deaths than any other 
typed of stormy weather - a 
greater number than from 
tornadoes or hurricanes. 

Though annual average 
reported deaths from lightn- 
ing, run over 200-with, 550 
injuries, the actual death toll 
is probably double the 
reported number. 

It is estimated that some 
1800 thunderstorms are in 
progress over the earth's 
surface at any given moment 
and that lightning strikes the 
earth 100 times each second. 

It is interesting that 80% 
or more of both deaths and 
injuries from lightning occur 
to males. Groups are often 
struck at outdoor sporting 
affairs, outdoor work or 
training activities. 

Yet, according to Dr. 
Doyle Haynes, Opelika 
surgeon and medical director 
of the Southeast Alabama 
Emergency Medical Services 
Council, use of the telephone 
and of CB and other radio 
equipment is related to 
lightning incidents. Two 
people were injured recently 
in Lee County while using 
the telephone during an 
electrical storm. 

Not everyone is as lucky 
as a former national park 
ranger, Roy Sullivan, who 
holds the world’s record for 
surviving seven lightning 
strikes. The best way to deal 
with the problem of lightning 
during summer stomrs is 
prevention. 

Protect yourself when a 
thunderstorm threatens. Get 
inside a home or large 
building, or inside an 
all-metal (not convertible) 


Deaths Pron 
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vehicle, Inside, avoid using 
the phone, except in emer- 
gencies. If you are outside 
with no time to reach a safe 
building or an automobile, 
follow these rules: 

Do not stand underneath 
a natural lightning rod such 
as a tall, isolated tree. 

Avoid projecting above 
the surrounding landscape. 

Get out of and away from 
open water. 

Get off and away from 
motorcycles, scooters, gold 
carts and bicycles. Put down 
golf clubs. 

tay away from wire 
fences, clothes lines, metal 
pipes and other metallic 
paths which could carry 
lightning some distance. 

Avoid standing in small, 
isolates sheds or other small 
structures in open areas. 

In a forest, seek shelter in 
a low area under a thick 
growth of small trees. In 
open area, go to a low place 
such as a ravine or valley. 

If you're hopelessly 
isolated in a level field or 
prairie and you feel your hair 
stand on end, indicating 
lightning is about to strike, 
drop to your knees and bend 
forward putting your hands 
on your knees. Do not lie flat 
on the ground. This will 
ensure that as amall an area 
as possible is touching the 
ground and will minimize the 
danger of your body acting as 
a conductor, 
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In our 33rd year 


respiration, Cardiopul- 
monary resuscitation is 
needed for the absence of a 
heartbeat, 

Nobody knows how many 
victims of lightning could 
have been saved with proper 
emergency care. Contrary to 
widespread belief, no electri- 
cal charge remains in the 
body of an injured victim and 
he can be safely touched. 
There is a record of one 
“dead"’ person who was 
revived after 22 minutes.

MICROWAVE OVENS 

In addition to cooking 
foods faster, microwave 
ovens can save nutrients. 

Long cooking times and 
cooking in water cause many 
vitamins to be lost, particu- 
larly from vegetables. Since 
microwave cooking uses no 
water and the cooking time is 
short, many vitamins are 
preserved. This is especially 
true for vitamin C, thiamin, 
and riboflavin. However, 
microwave cooking has been 
known to destroy some of the 
folacin in food, 

Protein losses can be 
reduced in thawing and 
cooking if a microwave is 
used. In a recent study, it 
was found that water-thawed 
shrimp contained about 2% 
percent less protein than 
microwave thawed shrimp. 
When the shrimp were 
cooked, the microwaved 
shrimp had a 4% percent 
greater yield than the tradi- 
tionally cooked shrimp. It 
has also been demonstrated 
that microwave roasting of 
beef increases the yield.

The initial phase of the 
inventory consist of the two 
young ladies traveling each 
road whether dirt or hard 
surfaced throughout the 
county and taking pictures of 
the buildings that appear 50 
years or more old. In this 
phase the occupants are not 
bothered.

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Mistreatment Of Elderly And Disabled Persons In 
Alabama Increased 45% 


Within the past two 
years, reports of mistreat- 
ment of elderly and disabled 
persons in Alabama have 
increased by 45 percent. 

Statewide in 1978 the 
State Department of Pen- 
sions and Security received a 
total of 728 reports of abuse, 
neglect or exploitation of 
adults, In 1979 there were 
887 reports and currently 
such reports are being 
received at the rate of 87 per 
month, 

Commissioner Gary 
Cooper said that the increase 


mW 


is due largely to growing 
public awareness of the 
problem, which recently 
received nationwide atten- 
tion through Congressional 
hearings in Washington, 
D.C. He said that Alabama is 
one of only a few states with 
an adult protective services 
law. 

“The adult protective 
services law in Alabama is a 
good one,"’ he said. ‘It 
protects the civil rights of the 
adult by allowing us to 
provide services with the 
consent of the individual. 


Furthermore, the law re- 
quires such professionals 
such as doctors and nurses to 
report suspected cases of 
mistreatment to the Depart- 
ment of Pensions and 
Security or to law enforce- 
ment officials."’ 

Abuse often follows as 
the result of frustration a 
caretaker may sometimes 
feel in caring for an elderly or 
disabled person. Instances of 
neglect are sometimes 
caused by ignorance rather 
than by malicious intent. 

In one such instance, a 


blind. diabetic woman almost 
died because her husband 
was illiterate and unalbe to 
read labels of food packages. 

Pensions and Security 
worker, however, was able to 
show the husband how to buy 
acceptable food. 

One form of exploitation 
may occur when older 
children or other caretakers 
take an elderly person's 
property or money for their 
personal use. Often the 
money is in the form of a 
social security check or other 
similar pension and may be

Fast Arrest Made In Motel Holdup 


Fast action and cooperation between 
police departments of Elba and Enter- 
prise paid off Monday night when an 
arrest was made within minutes after an 
armed robbery was reported at the local 
Riviera Motel. 

James Griggs, who owns and 
uperates the motel with his wife, 
reported to police at 11:50 p.m. that a 
lone black male, armed with a 38 caliber 
pistol, entered the office of the motel 
and demanded his moncy. 


He said he was in the living quarter 
of the facility at the time, and was 
awakened by the ringing of a bell, cither 
the door bell or a bell on the counter 
beside the cash register. Griggs said he 
gave the man the moncy, totaling about

$635, and including a hundred dollar 
bill, a fifty dollar bill and the balance in 
smaller bills, He didn’t take the silver 
from the cash register. The man then 
placed the money in his left pocket and 
left. 


The robber then returned to his car, 
parked behind a large transfer truck 
beside the motel, and drove off, 
according to Griggs and his wife, who 
had come into the office at this time, 


Mrs. Griggs had started into the 
room carlicr, but her husband heard her 
and warned her to stay out. She didn't 


come into the room until after the man 
left. Their daughter was across the 
street washing clothes and didn't know 


what was happening; however, she saw 
the car parked beside the truck, and 
thought it unusual but continued with 
her work 


When leaving the scene the man 
reportedly drove right in front of the 
motel office in plain sight of the Griggs 
couple. They described the car as a red 
Thunderbird of the carly sixties van- 
tage. They watched the driver turn on 
U.S. 44 and drive toward New Brockton 
and Enterprise. 


Elba police were called and they 
quickly broadcast a tull description of 
the man and the car he was driving to all 
surrounding communities. Almost 
immediately a car fitting the deseription 
was stopped in Enterprise. The driver, 
Lloyd Andrews, age 33, of Daleville, 
was arrested and charged in the case. 
Enterprise officers found a considerable 
amount of money on his person along 
with a 38 caliber pistol. Andrews was 
charged with possession of a firearm 
which is violation of the law. as 
Andrews is an ex-felon, 


Andrews told law officers he once 
was assigned to the Elba Work Release 
Center while serving his prison term, 


fuesday morning Elba police found 
a purple shirt on the roadside near New 
Brockton that fit the description of the 
one the robber was wearing at the time 
of the robbery. They also report tire 
marks found at the scene closely match 
those from tires on the car driven by 
Andrews; footprints found at the scene 
very closely match those made by 
jogging shoes worn by Andrews, plus 
other evidence led to the formal 
charging of Lloyd Andrews for armed 
robbery. He was placed in Coffee 
County jail following the arrest. 


Involved with the investigation and 
arrest included Elba police officers 
Clarence Prescott and Robert Ross. 
Deputy Sheriff Roger Boothe also 


assisted in collecting the evidence 


Elba Mayor Robert Folsom had high 
praise for the local officers and the

Repairs Started On County Courthouses 


The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session on Monday, July 28, 
1980, at the Courthouse in Elba, and 
amid the noise of saws and hammering, 
conducted a short, but productive 
meeting. 

The noise was the result of general 
repairs being done to the courthouse,

including the replacing of windows and 
doors, painting and plastering of the 
walls and refinishing the floors, The 
repairs are being made at both 
courthouses at a local cost of $20,000, 
and should be completed in two weeks. 

Monday's meeting began at 10:00, 
and the first order of business was to 


open bids for data processing services. 
Bids were received from; Computers & 
Systems, Inc. - 16 cents per tag receipt, 
and Couch, Inc. - | cent per receipt in 
1980 and SO cent per receipt next year. 
The tax collector will need approxi- 
mately 18,000 receipts per year, and by 
law had to have each receipt machine 


printed. Thus, it was decided to have 
the receipts computer printed, and 
invitations to bid were sent out. The 
commission voted to accept the low bid. 

Mr. Ronald A. Haller, a representa- 
tive of the Southeast Alabama Rehabili- 
tation Center, was at Monday's meeting 
seeking funding from the commission. 

‘I'd like to thank the commission for 
offering us time,"’ said Haller, ‘‘and I'd 
like to speak to you about our budget. 
We get 40% of our operating funds 
from the state and federal government, 
but their funds are decreasing every 
year. We have a local need of $59,890 
from the counties in this area, and 
Coffee County's share would be 
$7,187." 

There are presently 3 people from 
Elba at the center, and the dollar 
amount was computed by the expenses 
per student, The center, in its 54th year, 
is totally funded by volunteers, and it 
teaches handicapped people to be 
self-supporting. The commission took 
no action, but promised to consider the 
request when planning next year’s 
budget. 

In other action at 
meeting, the commission:

‘English Wins Elba 
Mayor’s Race 


A record 1321 people returned to the 
polls Tuesday and elected Bob E nglish 
as th* new mayor of Elba. English won 
the runoff against City Councilman 
Jimmy Wise by a vote of 788 to 533, or 
with about 60% of the vote. English 
had led in the first primary over four 
opponents. These four were all veteran 
politicians, while English was a political 
newcomer. The four included the 
current mayor, a former mayor, a 
present city councilman, and a former 
city councilman. 


The runoff pitted two 39-year-old 
businessmen against each other, Both 
ran on a platform moving Elba forward 
in a businesslike manner. 


Elected in the first primary to serve 
on the City Council were incumbents 
John W. Sharpless, Cleo Hawkins and 


Charles Kennett. Newcomers elected 
were L.F. Inman and David Stokes. 
Hawkins polled the largest number of 
votes in the campaign and wound up 
with over 68% of the votes cast in his 
race. Kennett was an incumbent, 
having been appointed to fill a vacancy 
about a year ago, and Sharpless will 
hegin his third term; he, too, originally 
first took office as an appointee to fill a 
vacancy. 


The new administration will take 
office the first Tuesday in October; 
however, the present administration 
has shown signs of working closely with 
the newly-elected officials to insure a 
smooth transition. They have also 
sought the opinions of the newly-elected 
councilmen in making decisions that 
affect the city operation into the next 
administration.
